At noon on Sept. 6, 1977 WPUM- 
FM (90.5) officially began broadcast- 
ing. For Willard Walsh, associate pro- 
fessor of speech, this was a dream 
come true. 

When WOWI went off the air last 
year due to lack of reception and poor 
listener response, it seemed that Saint 
Joe’s would never get an FM radio 
station. It took a full year of red tape 
cutting before a license was obtained 
from the Federal Communications 
Commission. 

WPUM-FM is a non-commercial 
educational station. There are no paid 
advertisements, and public service 
announcements are free service to the 
surrounding communities. The sta- 
tion’s format includes news, educa- 
tional programs, soft contemporary 
music, country, and jazz. ^ 

The disc jockeys are volunteers 
wanting some practical experience ih 
broadcasting. But, according to execu- 
tive producer Mike Moyer (jr.-WSF), 
“The running of WPUM-FM is more 
than getting disc jocks to fill the time 
slots. We need people to gather news, 
to interview, to report IM happenings, 
and to do a host of other things.” 

WPUM-FM has many goals to 
achieve during the next few years. 
Some slafted for the immediate future 
include the extension of listening 
hours into the evening, instead of just 
noon to 6 p.m. They also hope to

Yet the full entertainment value of 
athletics to the American public would be incomplete without occasional 
attention given to the anecdotes that readily enrich the traditions of 
sports. - — 

Take football, for instance. Players don’t trot onto the field for the 
purpose of exchanging pleasantries or dinnertable jokes with each other. 
Yet, some of the gridiron’s most memorable tales have been born from a 
sense of humor among the competitors, both players and coaches. 

For example, the scrambling of Minnesota Viking quarterback Fran 
Tarkenton in his younger days was nearly legendary. Once against the 
Philadelphia Eagles, Tarkenton scampered back and forth from sideline to 
sideline while hunting a receiver and an Eagle lineman, exhausted from 
pursuit, was lying on the ground; • * • 

Viking center Mick Tingelhoff inquired as to why the defender wasn’t 
continuing the chase. “He’ll be'back this way again in a minute; I’ll just 
waiTfbr him,” came the reply. 

/Humor on the field isn’t always between the players and coaches. 
Jam Curtis, head coach at the University of Texas notes, “I had the fast- 
est starting back in Texas; so fast he was always drawing penalties for 
being in motion. One day I told the official to watch the boy closely and 
he’d see that the boy wasn’t jumping the gun--he was just getting away 
like a jet.” 

On the very next play the official penalized them again. Curtis 
screamed that the boy wasn’t in motion. 

“No, he wasn’t,” the official told him, "this penalty is on the rest of 
the team for delaying the game.” 

Immediately following World War II, a flood of veterans entered 
college, and Vanderbilt football coach Doby Barling felt the vets should, 
above all else, enjoy the game and have fun.

Usually the only time a person 
sees the inside of a jail, much 
less stays in one, is when he is 
in handcuffs and being led off to 
an uncertain future behind cold, 
gray walls. But for some of the 
students in Larry Lennon’s, psy- 
chology course in juvenile delin- 
quency, the future was not quite 
so bleak or uncertain. 

Last week, on Wednesday and 
Thursday evenings, a group of 
students were locked for 12 
hours in separate cells in Jasper 
County Jail as part of the 
course’s out-of -class experience.

The six students spent the 
night as hard-core criminals; 
they were given no special treat- 
ment — as a matter of fact, they 
couldn’t even see each other. 
Locked as they were in separate 
cells, the most they could do was 
converse through the bars. 

Their incarceration was ar- 
ranged by Lennon, former Jasper 
County Probation Officer, with 
the good-natured help of Sheriff 
Carroll DeFries. DeFries ex- 
plained the booking procedures 
to the “criminals,” then filled 
them in on the legal /technical 
aspects of arrest and detention. 
He outlined the purpose of the 
county jail, and gave them a 
rundown on “The Criminals I 
Have Known.” 

“Mr. Lennon got his kicks out 
of seeing us locked up,” says 
Laurie Hausmann ( s r ,-J u s .). 
However, both she and Becky 
Wiegand (jr.-Hal.) feel it wasn’t 
that horrible under the circum- 
stances. “But,” she adds, “if- you 
were in jail because you had to 
be, it would be an awful exper- 
ience.” Both Janet Mangan (so.- 
Jus.) and Anna Girouard (so.-
